M ost recent happening was the screamiere of 
Robert Bloch’s ASYLUM. It was a gala 
affair with newspaper & TV coverage, Wolf- 
man Jack hosting a Monster Masquerade on 
stage and fantasy celebrities arriving in droves 
(also automobiles & taxis) such as Florence 
(QUEEN OF BLOOD) Marly; Dr. Reed, Presi- 
dent of the Dracula Society; Jon Landis, the 
writer-director-star of SCHLOCK; Harold Lloyd s 
granddaughter with Rich Correll (son of the late 
Andy of radio’s famous Amos & Andy team); 
the translator of Perry Rhodan; John (DR. 
DEATH) Considine; Curtis (GAMES) Harring- 
ton; Don “The Frankenstein Legend” Glut; A.E. 
van Vogt (“Since Aunt Ada Came to Stay,” Night 
Gallery ); E. Mayne Hull (“The Wishes We 
Make,” Unknown); Wm. F. Crawford, publisher 
of Witchcraft & Sorcery magazine; Peggy Craw- 
ford, co-sponsor of the annual Witchcraft & Sor- 
cery Convention; Barry Atwater (the Nightstalk- 
er); Rick (SCHLOCK make-up artist) Baker; 
Robert (COUNT YORGA) Quarry; and others all 
getting the red carpet treatment. 

Speaking of which (the red carpet) we noticed 
that it still seemed to be wet — perhaps sticky is 
the proper term — and in fact the carpet seemed 
to stick to one’s soles with each squishy step. 
You don’t suppose — ? 

No, that way lies bloody madness. 


“here’s blood in your eye” 

The murder, madness & mayhem began in the 
midafternoon with a ghast appearance by the 
author of ASYLUM and one of its escapees, this 
magazine s editor, on the Moona Lisa program. 
That’s Moona, not Mona, tho Moana would be 
descriptive too. 

Moona Lisa is the current equivalent in LA 
of Vampira, of hallowed fame; of TV zanies like 
Zacherley, Morgus, M.T. Graves; in other words, 
the horror hostess of a TV creature feature show. 

“Furry” Ackerman made one of his rare day- 
time appearances in order to present Robert 
Bloch, in front of millions of TV viewers, with 
the coveted FAMOUS MONSTERS’ Hall of 
Flame Award. (The minute they were off the air 
he took it back from him, in order to present it 
to him again that evening on the stage of Pan- 
tages.) FJA also made a presentation on the air 
of the coveted A weird Award, unique in history, 
to the lissome Lisa as Moon Star of the Year. 

At the theater Mr. Ackerman on stage point- 
ed out to the packed audience that after the Civil 
War (“a time,” he assured his listeners, “I re- 
member as tho it were yesterday”) — after the 
Civil War a whole generation grew up thinking 
damnyankee was a single word. “There are un- 
doubtedly innumerable people in this audience

tonight,” he continued, “who think that the name 
of the author of ASYLUM is Robert Psychobloch 
—for no one has heard Bob introduced in years 
as other than Robert ‘Psycho' Bloch. I am here 
to remind you tonight of his literally hundreds 
of magazine stories, his Stay Tuned for Terror 
radio series, his numerous adaptations on Twi- 
light Zone, Thriller, Alfred Hitchcock Presents, 
Night Gallery, and his wealth of movie scripts 
including THE SKULL, DEADLY BEES, DR. 
TERROR’S HOUSE OF HORRORS, TORTURE 
GARDEN, STRAIT-JACKET, THE NIGHT 
WALKER and THE HOUSE THAT DRIPPED 
BLOOD. 

“Tonight it is my privilege & honor to present 
to Robert Himself Bloch FAMOUS MONSTERS 
OF FILMLAND'S HALL OF FLAME AWARD 
for 1972 for his screenplay of ASYLUM and for 
Scaring the Yell Out of FM’s Readers Consis- 
tently for the Past 15 Years.” 

Robert Himself (Accept No Substitute) Bloch 
made his usual sort of speech (which is to say, 
for those of you unfortunately unfamiliar with 
his in-person delivery, a rich man’s Groucho Marx 
monolog, the only thing missing being the mous- 
tache) and then the lights grew dim and the din 
began as the shrieking audience sought ASY- 
LUM in the macabre mind of Robert Psychobloch 


straight from the strait-jacket 

Since most of you readers will have seen the 
picture (perhaps more than once) by the time you 
read this issue, instead of summarizing the plots 
of the stories that comprise the quartet — FRO- 


ZEN FEAR with Richard Todd; THE WEIRD 
TAILOR with Peter Cushing & Barry Morse; 
LUCY COMES TO STAY with Britt Ekland; 
and MANNIKINS OF HORROR with Herbert 
Lom & Patrick Magee— instead we’ll bring you 
some of the thoughts of the people involved with 
the picture. 

To begin with, 

PETER CUSHING. 

He takes his horror roles seriously— dead seri- 
ously, his producers tell us. They also inform us 
that Mr. Cushing made 9 pictures in a one year 
period during part of 1971 & ’72 “as just a form 
of therapy. As with many men who have the abil- 
ity on screen to terrorize millions of willing fans, 
Peter Cushing is a quiet & gentle person.” (Chris- 
topher Lee confirms this description.) 

“Since the death last year of his wife Helen," 
the report goes on, “Cushing has thrown himself 
into his work with a new fervor that has launched 
him on one of the most productive phases of his 
career. 

“Altho he is primarily known internationally 
as a horror star (‘and I certainly have no objec- 
tions to that’) (but Christopher Lee definitely 
does, wishing he could be characterized as a star 
of terror films or films of macabre fantasy— Ed.) 
Cushing is really quite a remarkable actor who 
has worked in a wide range of roles & films. But 
in the past 2 decades Peter Cushing has man- 
aged to become king in one of the most popular 
film forms: terror. 

“‘The fact is I am beginning on my second 
generation,’ says Cushing. ‘I am starting to ter- 
rorize the children of the people who went to see 
my pictures when they were young.’ 
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Bonnie Barbara Parkins loses her cool as she icily contemplates her lover's handy-work. 


“Says Max Rosenberg, producer of ASYLUM 
and a filmmaker who hires Cushing consistently 
for his pictures, ‘Peter never camps it up or does 
it tongue-in-cheek. He’s very serious about his 
craft.’” 

All very well & good. Individual readers will 
have their own opinions as to whether actor Cush- 
ing or Lee or Price is the current king of terror 
movies/horror films/macabre fantasies (take your 
pick) but one thing I personally do very strongly 
object to, and I am sure the objective Mr. Cush- 
ing would too, is wildly irresponsible statements 
such as the picture’s publicist’s: “The 9 different 
horror films he made in the past 12 months, add- 
ed to his already extraordinary total, may well 
make him the horror picture champion — an actor 
with more pictures to his credit than Karloff, 
Lugosi & Vincent Price combined.” Oh, come 
now— that really is a crazy statement. Karloff, 
I recall from putting together his book The Fran- 
kenscience Monster, was in approximately 160 
films; Vincent Price has been credited with over 
100; Bela Lugosi’s, at half past midnight after a 
long tiring day typing against a deadline ( I have 
21 deadlines a year to meet), I am not going to 
stop & research, but like Karloff he was certainly 
in films many more years than Cushing has been 
so far. Just at a conservative estimate, Cushing 
would have to have been in over 300 pictures to 
top the combined records of Karloff, Lugosi & 
Price, as his publicist claims. It’s not fair to 
embarrass a person in this fashion, like some 
12 


well-meaning person, as a hypothetical example, 
making a statement that I have written more 
short stories than Robert Bloch— or that Robert 
Bloch has edited more monster magazines than I. 

morse code 

Barry Morse, who once played a man with only 
half a face on TV (we showed him in an early 
FM ), is justly famous for his role as Lt. Gerard 
in the long running Fugitive series, a part in 
which he hounded the poor fugitive with the 
monomaniacal passion of Charles Laughton 
tracking down Jean Valjean in LES MISER- 
ABLES. 

Born & raised in one of the poorest sections of 
London’s East End, Barry auditioned for the 
Royal College of Dramatic Art at 15 and was 
accepted. “His talent made him an equal to the 
most affluent actor,” his publicist continues, 
and I would be the last to deny his talent, after 
he infuriated me so regularly week after week on 
The Fugitive, but then his word-puffer gets into 
deep water with the doubtful-sounding state- 
ment that “he has performed almost 2000 differ- 
ent parts on stage, radio, television & film.” I 
don’t flatout question the authenticity of this 
statement but simply observe that Mr. Morse 
would indeed have to be a man of parts to have 
played so many in his career to date— even a 
thousand roles would impress me as a fantastic 
figure when even John Carradine claims only —

“rest in pieces” 

Barbara Parkins, who appears in the Frozen 
Fear episode, played the deadly Roxanne in 
MEPHISTO WALTZ. 

“I had reservations about appearing in a hor- 
ror picture,” she is quoted as saying, “but the 
people who made ASYLUM have such a track 
record with past terror pictures that I couldn’t 
resist. 

“I went to the theater one evening to see Sir 
Ralph Richardson in a new play and I went back- 
stage afterward to congratulate him on his per- 
formance and we talked awhile. I told him I was 
considering the part in Frozen Fear and he urged 
me to do it. He had just finished starring 
in TALES FROM THE CRYPT and said he 
hadn’t had so much fun in years.” 

Sir Ralph previously (presumably) had fun 
with Boris Karloff & Ernest Thesiger in THE 
GHOUL and HGWells’ THINGS TO COME. 

killercycles 

“It seemed to me that at one time the popular- 


ity of horror films ran in cycles,” the producer 
of the picture is quoted as saying, “but lately 
the popularity has only been increasing more & 
more. Explain the vast public interest? I don’t 
even believe in ghosts & supernatural happenings 
and I don’t think anyone really knows why the 
public flocks to horror pictures. Hitchcock likes 
to believe that we all enjoy being in danger with- 
out really being in danger — the vicarious thrill 
of knowing what approaching death might be 
like. I don’t know what makes a horror fan but I 
do know there are millions upon millions of them. 
There are so many of them they even have their 
own official term: a teratologist is a student of 
terror.” 

There, you monster buffs, you horror fans who 
all this time thought you were fantasy film freaks 
or aficionados of the Gothic genre or however 
you think of yourselves: don’t say you never 
learned anything, reading FAMOUS MON- 
STERS. From this time forward you will realize 
that whatever your parents, teachers, spouse 
or psychiatrist may think of you, you are a tera- 
tologist, and that’s like in the dinosaur world 
being a pterodactyl: your imagination’s got 
wings. 

As I said to Robert Bloch when invited to his 
home, “See you at the Bobby hatch.” END

Douglas this time essaying the role of the well- 
meaning scientist who unwittingly looses his 
evil side. 

the return of the monsters 

BLACULA LIVES AGAIN! has been an- 
nounced by AIP. 

THE RETURN OF BLACKENSTEIN has 
been completed by independent new producer 
Saletri with mad lab created by the same fabu- 
lous Strickfaden who built the original electrical 
machinery for FRANKENSTEIN, BRIDE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, SON OF FRANKENSTEIN, 
etc. 

The Thirsty Count will be back in the incarna- 
tion of Christopher Lee in DRACULA IS DEAD 
. . . AND WELL . . . AND LIVING IN LON- 
DON. And when I had dinner recently with Hurd 


(DORIAN GRAY) Hatfield, he told me he had a 
copy of Richard Matheson’s script for the tele- 
film version of DRACULA . . . and was being con- 
sidered for the part! He’s had good training for 
it for late last year he was playing the role on 
the stage. 

FRANKENSTEIN is at last scheduled to be 
produced (by Dan “Dark Shadows” Curtis) much 
more like Mary Shelley originally wrote it than 
any version that has gone before. At the same 
time, a new version of FRANKENSTEIN has 
been announced as a Mexi-movie! 

DORIAN GRAY (the Hideous One) is coming 
back via the tele-tubes and Bill Nolan’s TV film 
of THE TURN OF THE SCREW is scheduled 
for February showing on the new Classic Horror 
Theater.

The original Red Terror— THE BLOB — was a 
gelatinous mass of hungry protoplasm from space 
which about 14 years ago was thought to have 
been destroyed forever when it was taken to the 
North Pole where it froze into immobility. But 
geologist Godfrey Cambridge returns from the 
Pole in present time, unwittingly bringing with 
him a chunk off the old Blob. When, eventually, 
in the warmth of his kitchen the bloblet thaws 
out, SON OF BLOB is born — and Cambridge &

of the sequel, a dune-buggy with its driver is 
engulfed by the Blob, Carol Lynley is consumed 
by the viscous/vicious substance, a whole bowl- 
ing alley is menaced and a pin-boy devoured. Ev- 
entually Son of Blob, having no intelligence but 
only a consummate hunger, fatefully finds its 
way to an ice rink where, after wreaking havoc, 
it is once more frozen solid. But the ending sug- 
gests that the Sob may be back — if hot boxoffice 
receipts unthaw it a second time. 

terror town 

Lilith. A strange little town. Mr. Cato (Orson 
Welles) its most . . . influential . . . citizen. Lilith: 
a town with but a single industry and that indus- 
try owned & operated by Mr. Cato. His product: 
rag dolls. Innocuous enough, no? No! As Lori 
Brandon (Pamela Franklin) learns to her mount- 
ing terror when she moves into town with her 
husband Frank. Lori has lost her first baby and 
is accompanying her husband to Lilith and a new 
job he has accepted there when, en route, an acci- 
dent occurs: they see another car go out of con- 
trol, flip over & burst into flames. Thrown clear 
of the fiery inferno is a rag doll which exerts a 
strange thrall over Lori — “I must keep it,” she 
says: “I don’t know why." When she is left alone 
she hears a strange voice which, Lorelei-like, 


calls her to a nearby hillside where she witnesses 
a mysterious burial: first she sees a little boy 
lying in a coffin and then suddenly his corpse 
is replaced in the casket by . . . herself! Once in 
Lilith, Lori becomes increasingly frightened, par- 
ticularly when she learns there are no children 
in town and discovers that all of its inhabitants 
are involved in bizarre practices of the occult 
under the will of Mr. Cato. She is scared stiff 
when one morning, in a town wherein you will 
remember there are no children, she recognizes 
the small dead boy of her vision walking down 
the street! By the time even more terrifying & 
inexplicable visions have appeared to her, she is

“/ haven’t traveled very far in space, today, to 
attend this convention but I’ve come a long way 
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in time. A michron ago, just a split second, I was 
being waited on by a clerk— I think his name 
was Herbie Wells — at the Hertz Rent-A-Time- 
Machine shop in 1932. 

“It was 40 years ago when I woke up this morn- 
ing and it was the Dark Ages compared to today. 
Our eyes had beheld the wonders of the 21st cen- 
tury as depicted by Fritz Lang in METROPOLIS, 
we had been treated to the miracles of animation 
by Willis O’Brien as he brought to life the dino- 
saur models of Marcel Delgado in THE LOST 
WORLD, our taste for fantasy had been whetted 
with the fire-breathing dragon & cloak of invisi- 
bility & magic powder of THE THIEF OF BAG- 
DAD, we’d had the wits scared out of us by the 
Man of a Thousand Faces— Lon Chaney— in 
THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA & LONDON 
AFTER MIDNIGHT— and there were films 
already regarded as classics: THE CABINET OF 
DR. CALIGARI, THE GOLEM(S), NOSFERA- 
TU, THE HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE DAME . . .

“And the screen had begun to talk . . . and growl 
with monsters & crackle with mad labs, as in 
FRANKENSTEIN, and we heard the distant 
howl of Transylvanian wolves as Count Dracula 
said (imitating Lugosi’s voice & manner of de- 
livery): Listen to them! Children of the night! 
What music dey make!’ 

“ But ahead of us, in 1932, lay KING KONG & 
THE WEREWOLF OF LONDON & THE IN- 
VISIBLE MAN & THE INCREDIBLE 
SHRINKING MAN, the classic Karloffilms & 
the prime pictures of Bela Lugosi, the birth of 
Hammer films, the appearance on the horror 
horizon of Christopher Lee & Peter Cushing, 
the Corman/ Poe pictures and a wealth of things 
to come. For the complete list of 25,000 films 
you will find Walt Lee’s monumental publica- 
tion indispensible (pointing out Mr. Lee in the 
audience). 

“Of course there was no television at that 
time— 1932— and no periodicals devoted to fan- 
tasy films. My reference to the year 1932 is not 
arbitrary— if memory serves me right it was 
about that time, 40 years ago, that one man of 
vision attempted to organize a Science Fiction 
Week and a scientifilm festival. The attempt 
was not successful, tho I believe one New York 
movie house did show WOMAN IN THE MOON 
for a week, perhaps METROPOLIS & THE 
LOST WORLD as well, the futuristic/ prehistoric 
combination of classics picked for the First World 
Science Fiction Convention in 1939; but Hugo 
Gernsback, the Father of Science Fiction, as 
often happens, was a prophet without honor, a 
man ahead of his time.

“I have had to come ahead from that time, 
from 1932 to 1972, today, for the fruition of a

"For the past 10 years in order to see anything 
nearly approaching the program offered here 
this weekend, it has been necessary to travel

val, a weeklong affair with several retrospective 
films in the afternoon and a couple of internation- 
al new ones in the evening.

LA BELLE ET LA BETE. The great French

BLACK SUNDAY. Nufsed! The Italian class- 
ic of 1961, based on “The Vij”, which introduced 
beauteous brunet Barbara Steele (now Mrs. 
Barbara Poe!) as a new horror heroine and es- 
tablished Mario Bava as an outstanding director 
in the genre. (Barbara was most recently seen in 
a guestint in a Night Gallery episode.) Banned 
in England until just a few years ago, where it 
was finally released as REVENGE OF THE 
VAMPIRE, the American audience at the Film 
Fest realized how blest it was to be able to see 
again the macabre fantasy so long denied their 
British brethren. 

CURSE OF THE DEMON. Adapted from the 
short terror tale “Casting the Runes” by 
MRJames, this is one of your editor’s great per- 
sonal favorites. Most people object to the flame 
devil in the very beginning of the film but I per- 
sonally found the ferocious apparition most 
effective. Even more effective, the realistic per- 
formances of Dana Andrews & Niall MacGinnis: 
modern materialistic man against the evil power 
of medieval-oriented occult man. A masterpiece 
of mythology & demonology, with its terrifying 
touches ot the mysterious parchment, the secret 
diary, the blasphemous drawings, the not-so- 


innocent children's game, the conjuring up of the 
Great Wind. A winner! 

DEAD OF NIGHT. A fearjerker if there ever 
was one, and shown at the convention in its en- 
tirety, the usually excised HGWells’ episode of 
“The Inexperienced Ghost” being included for 
comic relief. I personally love the sequence of the 
macabre mirror and in particular the chilling tale 
of the vengeful ventriloquist’s dummy with its 
simulucrum of life, and the hair-raising montaged 
climax. An authentic masterpiece of horror. 

all thru the nite 

DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE-the 98-minute 
long 1932 Fredric March version with amazing 
Wally Westmore make-up and magnificent Rou- 
ben Mamoulian direction. An added treat was 
Mr. Mamoulian’s physical presence during the 
showing of this exciting version, best of over a 
quarter hundred. With each metamorphosis, 
Hyde became increasingly revolting & animalis- 
tic until finally he was a hideous monstrosity to 
be compared in the same breath with Atwill’s 
disfigured waxwork proprietor of THE 
MYSTERY OF THE WAX MUSEUM. 
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cks in the unimaginably distant future reachable only by the imagination of 
HGWells and THE TIME MACHINE guided by Geo. Pal. 
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FORBIDDEN PLANET. Again present at the 
festival were two persons responsible in con- 
siderable measure for the success of the 1956 
MGM cosmic opera: Bebe & Louis Barron, inno- 
vators of the electronic tonalities. FORBIDDEN 
PLANET made Robby the robot a household 
word and in the electrifying monster from the 
Id presented a visualized Freudian concept from 
the dark shadows of the mind that would give 
even Jonathan Frid a fright. 

GODZILLA’S REVENGE. Minilla, son of 
Godzilla, follows in his father’s footsteps. But 
Godzilla has mellowed in the 2 decades since he 
first decimated Tokyo and REVENGE bears 
about as much relationship to the original as 
SON OF KONG did to the KING. 

THE HAUNTED PALACE. Vincent Price & 
Lon Chaney Jr. in the late Charles Beaumont’s 
liberal adaptation of the late HPLovecraft’s 
“Case of Charles Dexter Ward" and the even lat- 
er Edgar Allan Poe’s poem “The Haunted 
Palace”. In the New England town of Arkham 
strange things happen when the interdimensional 


gates between Earth and the domain of the evil 
Old Ones are opened. There is one micro-second 
shot of a globslopulous creature from “beyond” 
that we would like to show in FM if anyone can 
provide us with a frame of same. 

IT CAME FROM OUTER SPACE. Ray Brad- 
bury in 3D. Can it be that 20 years have fled since 
Bill Nolan & I, acting on a hot tip from the au- 
thor, staked out our cars across from Universal 
Studios and chased a hot bus (containing Brad- 
bury) clear out to a neighboring city, where I 
then ran to a phone and informed Ray Harry- 
hausen that the sneak preview was taking place 
almost under his nose and we all wound up sit- 
ting in practically the last seats in the house, 
which suited the myopic Mr. Bradbury fine any- 
way as they were the front row?

Subtitled A Symphony of 
Terror and sometimes referred to as Terror of 
Dracula. The silent German version of 1922 fea- 
turing the gaunt haunt, Max Schreck, who was 
surely not of this world, and directed by the fa- 
mous FWMurnau. Don Willis gives us a graphic 
description of the classic: 

) The great silent horror movie has had little 

or no competition from sound horror movies. 
NOSFERATU is unearthy enough as he appears 
in stills: bald, skull-like head, unnaturally rigid 
posture; long, clawlike fingers. But his move- 
ments are what give the film its memorable night- 
marish images, including Nosferatu’s hypnotic 
stare which remains fixed on the heroine as his 


body mechanically turns to her, as if his eyes 
had independent life. Shreck in the role is less 
an actor giving a performance than an embodi- 
ment of ideas of visual horror and Murnau has 
the best ideas of any director of what to do with 
film on the visual level: a ship sails into the port 
of Bremen; into, then out of, frame as if guided 
supernaturally ; the shadow of Nosferatu s hand 
clutches Mina's heart; Nosferatu is framed stark- 
ly against the ship’s hold as he stalks the captain 
— the image of grim implacability. And, in per- 
haps the most bloodchilling moment on film, 
Harker simply, like turning over a rock to find 
something slimy underneath, opens his bedroom 
door, to only glimpse an image of Nosferatu, im- 
mobile like an upright cadaver and looking his 
most unnatural. A long, then a close shot. The 
unexpectedness & unwelcomeness of the revela- 
tion suggest that evil is at its ugliest, its least 
presentable, when caught unaware; that perhaps 
in darker corners & deeper holes there are things 
fouler yet, waiting for someone to open the door

perfect adaptation & direction of the best-selling 
novel of pregnant horror. I saw this film with 
Fritz Lang, the man who gave us “M”, and he was 
as impressed with it as I. One of my all-time 
favorites. 

THE 7 FACES OF DR. LAO & THE 7th VOY- 
AGE OF SINBAD. The number 7 must be a ma- 
gic figure indeed for both of these are firstrate 
fare: the 100-minute Geo. Pal color production of 
1964 featuring Tony Randall in a virtuoso 
achievement of half a dozen changes of charac- 
ter, expertly aided by the make-up wizardry of 
Wm. Tuttle (who won an Oscar for it). “Adapting 
it for the screen from Charles G, Finney’s cele- 
brated novel, the late Chas. Beaumont wove an 
enchanting fantasy in which the enigmatic Dr. 
Lao serves as a catalyst for various strange oc- 
currences.” From Medusa the Gorgon to the 
Abominable Snowman (looking like a shaggy 
Morlock) the facial changes were fascinating. 
Only thing that’s always bothered me: nobody 
seems to be able to make up their mind whether 
to call the inscrutable Oriental “Lo” as in “so” 
or to rhyme with “how". When I first read the 
book I admittedly thought Lao should be pro- 
nounced Lay-oh. Wonder if anybody’s ever 
thought to ask the author? 

In 1958 Ray Harryhausen gave us 89 breath- 
taking minutes with his marvelous 7th VOYAGE 
OF SINBAD — the unforgettable skeleton sword 
fight, the towering Cyclopean creature, the bat- 
tle with the dragon — and this year we look for- 
ward to the sequel, SINBAD’S MAGIC VOY- 
AGE. Until that magic moment, it’s always good 
to have the grand original to fall back on. 

The showing of SILENT RUNNING was aug- 
mented by a fascinating documentary, showing 
at great length & in great detail the inside story 
of how this technical marvel was accomplished. 
It was a treat to meet (on the screen) the talent- 
ed amputees whose performances as the drones 
added so much to the visual interest of the space 
picture. 

SON OF BLOB really wasn't my cup of tea but 
perhaps it was because Blob Boch was offered 
the lead role instead of me and it was just a case 
of jello, see? 

TARGETS. God bless Bogdanovich for giving 
us this great Karloffilm, a fitting tribute, a fine 
memorial. Karloff, at the end of his life, virtually 
playing himself, in color and in full command of 
his role. And, in case you missed him in THE 
TERROR, a number of his scenes are incorporat- 
ed from that too. TARGETS is the King’s pic- 
ture thru-&-thru, a splendid legacy for posterity.

“In adapting John Campbell’s Astounding story 
there was a shift from the alien nightmare that 
could change shapes; here the monster is huma- 
noid and limited to one shape.

THE THING WITH TWO HEADS. See story 
elsewhere in this issue. The Filmcon premiered 
the picture. Present at the festival’s Exhibit 
were the two heads — along with appliances from 
PLANET OF THE APES, Marcel Delgado 
models going clear back to CREATION, a Mor- 
lock, marvelous models of Capt. Nemo’s sub- 
marine from 20,000 LEAGUES UNDER THE 
SEA, a Geo. Pal Martian war machine from 
WAR OF THE WORLDS, Star Trek gadgetry 
& weaponry galore, and more . . . much more! 

THINGS TO COME. Before I die, I expect 
I shall have seen it 50 times. Small potatoes, 
compared to Harryhausen’s record of over 100 
for KING KONG. Still & all, it gives you some 
idea of the esteem in which I hold HG Wells’ 
vision of the century from 1939 into the 21st. 
Wonderful machinery, wonderful architecture, 
wonderful acting by Raymond Massey & Ralph 
Richardson as Brains vs. Brawn, stirring music- 
al score by Arthur Bliss, great designing by 
William Cameron Menzies and superb special 
effects by Ned, the “Mann" Who Could Work 
Miracles (he shook down & drowned New York in 
DELUGE). THINGS TO COME- a milestone 
in futuristic films. 

THE TIME MACHINE. Life in 802, 701. 
Wells imagined it with words, Pal pictured it 
for us on the screen. There is much to be thank- 
ful for to both. 

WHITE ZOMBIE. Bela Lugosi as Murder. 
From a review of the time: “A fantastic thrill- 
er .. . with Lugosi as a sinister sorcerer who 
gets a girl in his power by putting her in a death- 
like trance.” This is the picture that Bela used 
to brood about in the last years of his life, because 
he did his part for a flat $800 — and lived to see 
the picture reap about $8 million at the box of- 
fice. Based on the book “Magic Island” by Wm. 
Seabrook. This is not often thought of as one of 
Jack Pierce’s jobs but he made up Bela as well 
as his 5 zombie henchmen. 

X THE UNKNOWN. Early Hammer— while 
they were still just a little mallet. Not a bad 
small budget sci-fi flick; like THE MAGNETIC 
MONSTER or DOGORA, featuring a radioac- 
tive menace. Dean Jagger fought the writhing 
mass of energy that welled up from the Earth’s 
core, indiscriminately devouring everything— 
inanimate or living— in its path. Sort of a better 
done BLOB. Screenplay by the ubiquitous Jim- 
my Sangster.

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unexpected funeral 


It was a 


convocation of kings, bid- 
ding a sad goodby to one 
who had served them well, 


a leader lost in the prime of his life. 

J ames Hartford Nicholson was but 56 years 
old and with everything to live for: inde- 
pendently wealthy, married to a former 
movie star (Susan Hart), son (Jim) 7, a chal- 
lenging new career just burgeoning before 
him as President of his own film company, 
Academy Pictures. 

E ight months earlier he was hale & hearty 
and being honored at the Variety Club, an 
organization for boys to which he had 
devoted much of his heart. 

A malignant brain tumor took him from us 
just two weeks before Christmas and I 
(Forry Ackerman) have just come from his 
completely unanticipated funeral today, 13 
Dec. 1972. 

H undreds were there to pay their last re- 
spects and among them men who made 
many motion pictures for his company: 

H erman Cohen . . . known for I WAS A TEEN- 
AGE WEREWOLF . . . HORRORS OF THE 
BLACK MUSEUM . . . HOW TO MAKE A 
MONSTER . . . etc. 

Alex Gordon . . . creator of THE SHE CREA- 
TURE . . . VOODOO WOMAN . . . 

R oger Corman . . . THE RAVEN . . . THE FALL 
OF THE HOUSE OF USHER . . . THE PRE- 
MATURE BURIAL . . . THE PIT & THE 
PENDULUM ... his credits in the Compendium 
of Creepy Pictures are too well known to all 
but the veriest newcomers to Nightmare Alley 
to need extensive repeating. 

E ven George Pal was there, for Pal & Jim 
had hoped & planned to make H.G. Wells’ 
WHEN THE SLEEPER WAKES together. 



high school horror fans 


I t was 40 years ago but in a way it seems to me 
it was only yesterday that I was a teenager 
editing the high school newspaper and Jim 
Nicholson was one of the few boys I knew in the 
whole school (I think you could have counted 
them on the fingers of one hand) who was 
interested in the pictures— then new, now classics 
-like FRANKENSTEIN, DRACULA, JUST 
IMAGINE, HIGH TREASON, KING KONG, 
THE MOST DANGEROUS GAME, etc. I was 
Founder, President, Librarian & Treasurer, as I 
recall, when I first met Jim, of the Boys’ Scien- 
tifiction Club, and it is my recollection that short- 
ly after he joined the club he became Vice-Presi- 
dent, later taking it over entirely and changing 
its name to the Junior Scientific Association. 
It was he who introduced me to the mysteries of 
the gelatin pad & hectography and it was not 
long before I resembled The Monster from the 
Purple Slime. I had a great time editing, and 
he “publishing”, the club fanzine, The Meteor. 
One of the rarest of all amateur fantasy publi- 
cations, up until about 1951 I still had two cop- 
ies but I moved that year and, if they are still 
somewhere in my 13 rooms or 3 garages, I haven’t 
seen them since. If I ever find both copies I think 
it would be nice to give one to Jim’s boy Jim . . . 

I lost track of Nicholson for years until we got 
re-acquainted in the early 50s, at which time he

was assistant manager of a movie house on Hol- 
lywood Blvd. — and dreaming of making science 
fiction films. His first effort in that direction was 
a collaboration on a script with Wyott Ordung, 



based on the If magazine story “Deadly City” by 
Ivar Jorgensen (pseudonym of Paul W. Fairman), 
which reached the screen via myself as agent as 
TARGET- EARTH!. 

By 1956 Jim was off & running with THE 
BEAST WITH A MILLION EYES produced, 
followed by THE DAY THE WORLD ENDED, 
IT CONQUERED THE WORLD, INVASION 
OF THE SAUCER MEN and then American- 
International really beginning to hit its stride 
with I WAS A TEENAGE WEREWOLF & I 
WAS A TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN. It was 
the former, actually, that strongly influenced 
the birth of FAMOUS MONSTERS; in fact, it 
would not be too strong a statement to say that 
AIP & Herman Cohen, with the creation of a 
sub-genre of horror films deliberately aimed at 
teenagers, were inadvertently responsible for 
there being an FM at all! 

The tale has been told many times before, in 
the past 15 years, but I will briefly repeat it here: 
a proposed “one-shot” to be called WON- 
DERAMA had been turned down by every dis- 
tributor in the business when LIFE magazine ran 
a feature late in ’57 about the amazing phenome- 
non of the teenage terror pic. One distributor, 
remembering “that madman Warren and his pro- 
posal of a magazine with a lot of messed up faces”, 
called back The Other Jim and said to him, “Say

As a tribute to James Hartford Nicholson, 
from our long out-of-print 30th issue we reprint 
the original on-the-set preview of one of his best 
Poe pictures, THE MASQUE OF THE RED 
DEATH, and also salute him once again with 
Werewolf in Monsterland, the dream of a life- 
time that he helped make come true for talented 
FM reader Val Warren when he (Nicholson) co- 
sponsored our Flight to Fame Make-up Contest 
in 1964. 

Finally, as Nicholson’s death actually occurred 
several days after our normal deadline, we have

Otherwise, he would have 
been a perfect candidate to opt for decaloriza- 
tion, the “time travel death” as I think of it my- 
self, as I intend to arrange for if my own death 
is predictable and not too destructive of major 
body tissue. 

But enough of that and on to the business of 
living. To Jim’s widow Susan and son Jim, we 
can only hope that multiple satisfactions will 
come to you in the New Year to help soften the 
sorrow of your great loss of the old. 

All readers of our magazine, we are sure, join 
with our staff in expressing condolences upon 
the passing of your respective husband & father 
and my old schoolmate who, out of the 267 in 
our graduating class, probably made good in a 
bigger way than any of us.

( thought maybe I hadn’t heard right. After 
all, she was speaking with an Austrian 
accent. “DRACULA AFTER DEATH?” I 
echoed. 

“Ja, das ist right,” she said. 

“She” was the fraulein in charge of the still 
dept, and I was (come to think of it, still am) 
the Editor of FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILM- 
LAND, on a 70-day horrorday in Europe last 
summer. I’d just seen a marquee & a poster 
proclaiming DRACULA JAGT MINI-MAED- 
CHEN which, roughly translated, means DRA- 
CULA SEEKS MINI-MAIDENS (TEENY-BOP- 
PERS?) so I made a call at the publicity dept, 
to check this out. And the lady in charge had 
said to me, “Ja, I know the picture you mean — 
DRACULA AFTER DEATH.” I was naturally 
puzzled because this was a new one on me. 
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T here was a funny explanation. Can you guess 
it? The picture was actually DRACULA A.D. 
1972— and the German girl interpreted the 
initials A.D. as meaning After Death! 

dracula b.c. 

B.C.? 

Bat’s Curse, of curse!. 

Members of the Los Angeles headquarters of 
the Count Dracula Soc’y were privileged to see a 
preview of DRACULA A.D. 1972 (a poor title, 
in my opinion, since it’s already out of date— 
DRACULA TODAY would have been much bet- 
ter and it wouldn’t have been dated when it ap- 
pears on TV) and member Barry Atwater was 
in the audience to receive thunderous applause 
for his performance as the vampire in the Horro- 
Ritual short which precedes the showing of the 
feature. The (quite effective) make-up, he told 
me after the showing, “was created almost spon- 
taneously.” Unfortunately, in an unforgivable 
oversight, no stills were taken of him as the vam- 
pire! 

The story of the film is probably known to you 
by now but if not, or if you’d like your memory 
refreshed, here’s a synopsis by Los Angeles Times 
reviewer Kevin Thomas: 


DRACULA A.D. 1972 is a witty, successful 
attempt to bring the old Transylvanian vampire 
into present-day London in a film that is some- 
what of a departure from Hammer’s period gore 
formula. 

Because Dracula has had a stake driven thru 
his heart so many times it was a wise move of 
the makers of this chapter on his latest exploits 
to show precisely how he makes his comeback. 

(Editor's note: I thought this wild runaway 
horse-&-cart ferocious fight sequence, which was 
all new and not footage reprised from the pre- 
vious picture.) 

After his longtime nemesis Prof. Van Helsing 
(Peter Cushing) finishes off Dracula (Christo- 
pher Lee) way back in 1873, a disciple collects 
the dust of his corpse in a vial and keeps the 
vampire’s ring & medallion. 

Nearly a century later a descendent of the 
disciple (Christopher Neame) turns up in Chelsea 
to play a Satanic Pied Piper to a group of young 
swingers, including Van Helsing’s great-great- 
granddaughter who lives with her grandfather 
(Cushing), an expert on the occult. 

It’s a very tricky business to let Dracula go 
thru his flamboyant paces in a modern setting 
but director Alan Gibson, his clever writers & 
capable cast make it work.

chris lee on a.d. 

The star himself was asked directly by a mem- 
ber of the audience at the First SF & Fantasy 
Film Festival, "Were you pleased with the fin- 
ished results of DRACULA A.D. 1972?” and FM 
fan Beverly Presar caught his answer for us 
verbatim: 

“I’ve not seen it so I don’t know. But I have 
very grave doubts about the mixing of the styles, 
and great reservations.” 

Another question: “In DRACULA HAS RIS- 
EN FROM THE GRAVE, how did you turn your 
eyes red?” 

Direct quote: “Contact lenses. I hate to tell 
you this, it’s giving away the secrets of the trade. 
Contact lenses. And very uncomfortable they 
are. I can’t see a thing. They cover the whole 
eye. And it is rather unnerving if you’re running 
up & down staircases and leaping over tables. It 
is also unnerving for the members of the cast, I 
may tell you, when you come crashing into them. 
They never know quite how close you are, and 
you don’t know either. You can’t see very clearly; 
you can’t see very well.” 

“What was your favorite DRACULA that you 
made and why?” 

“The first one. The only one. Simply because 
it followed the story, simply because it was what 


Stoker wrote or approximately what Stoker 
wrote. I may get shot for this— well, that wouldn’t 
really hurt me! — but I will say this: Undoubted- 
ly my favorite Dracula picture of those I made 
was the first one, for obvious reasons. It did fol- 
low the book. Since then I think the writers have 
problems trying to think up something new."
